SliCKET FOOD PAULEY 
In a messaBc to the soclnt Democratic 
weekly, the New Leader, President Roosevelt 
exprcMCd concern becniise "over wide areas 
of the earth freedom ot the press Li now but 
a bitter memory." He wont on to point out, 
truly, "that all free Institutions are endan- 
gered by any encroachment on liberty of 
speech or of the press. 
' "TJUil" he said, "should emphasize anew to 
all of us the necessity for constant vigilance 
which now, as always, is the price ot liberty 
and particularly liberty of the press." 

Simultaneously, the President was sitting 
tight on his dictum that the United Nations 
press siiall.be barred Irom even selling its 
Impious loot on the sacred soli of the Hot 
Springs, Va., hotel where allied conferees arc 
to discuss International food problems. ~ 

There will be Innocuous opening and clos- 
ing sessions at which reporters will be per- 
mitted. For the rest. It is none ot the publlc'i 
dashed business what Its hired men are doing 
about the tood situation. 

Repression feeds upon repression. If the 
press can be barred from a foods conference, 
It can be barred from any conlerencc. It can 
be kept out ot every public building In Wash- 
Ington. It can be excluded Irom the capital 
city entirely. It won't be. But It can. Just as 
legitimately ns It can be forbidden to enter 
the Hot Springs hotel. 

In their anxiety to help win this war. the 
newspapers have leaned over backward to 
■ censor themselves. With only occasional, us- 
ually unintentional lapses, they have religi- 
ously heeded the requests of Mr. Booaevelt'a 
-censorship agencies, though they were under 
no legal compulsion to do so. 

When the President made his famous secret 
tour ot the nation the newspaper cooperated, 
against their better Judgment, to the point of 
absurdity. For better reasons they observed 
the same silence when Mr. Roosevelt went to 
Casablanca, 

This was not done without anxiety. Nobody 
knows better than working newspapermen 
how the demands of public oftlclah grow, 
once any .-illghtest concession has been made 
in the withholding of news. 

It has been supposed that Mr. Roosevelt 
delighted In the give-and-take of press con- 
ferences, the battle of wits between skilled 
cross-examiners and reluctant witness. With 
his power to turn caustic at will— without 
comeback Irom Interviewers who, as man to 
man, could pin his ears back— and to termi- 
nate the conferences If the pressure became 
too great, the President never has appeared 
to need armed guards to preserve his secrets. 

But It seems that he must have enjoyed 
the easier pickings at Ca.';ablanca, when per- 
force the correspondents could not do any 
lerretlng and had to accept canned "new.^" 
without even the privilege ot asking ques- 
tions. 

Having Imposed such. terms In the battle 
area, where they obvloiiily were Justltlcd. he 
now seeks to Impose them.on the home front, 
where no question of presidential security Is 
Involved, where no military secrets are to be 
protected. 

Tlic unreasonableness of his attitude Is 
recognized by almost every other official In- 
volved In the conference preparations. , If 
the President's own publicity sense has so 
atrophied that he needs evidence. It Is to be 
hoped that he ha^ read and reread the pro- 
test of one ot his most faithful admirers and 
defenders, Raymond Clapper, who on this 
subject writes with a bitterness entirely alien 
to hit usually equable temper: 

"We newspaper workers . . . may not have 
the social graces that Groton and Harvard 
could have given us ... We are hired to try 
OS best we can to keep the American people 
Informed about their government. At least 
we are Btlll assuming It Is our government — 
the Rovemmcnt that people are paying taxes 
to finance, buying bonds to support, and for 
which their sons are dying In tropical Jungles 
and dirty Africa."
